F. No, IPC/43/4/78.—Attention is invited to Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce Public Notice No. 26-TTC(PN)/78, 
dated the I7th April, 1978, in regard to release of copper 
to the Actual Users by the MMTC and M/s. Hindustan 
Cooper Limited. 


2. On a further consideration, it has been decided ihnt 
for release of cooper by the MMTC, the following proce¬ 
dure will be adopted with effect from 1st October, 1978:— 

(i) Eligible Actual Users will register their require¬ 

ments with the MMTC directly. The Hindustan 
Cooper Limited will separately draw tip a distri¬ 
bution list of the quantity of copper available 
with them, giving the names of the Actual Users 
to whom they will supply cooper and the quantity 
to be supplied to each accordingly. The list will 
be sent by Hindustan Cooper Timited to MMTC 
at the start of each month In the case of units 
appearing in this list, the MMTC will be suuply 
only the balance quantity, 

(ii) in the case of winding wire and commutator 

industries, release of copper will be made by the 
MMTC on the basis of (i) their ofl'-take of copper 
during either of the two years, 1976-77 or 
1977-78, as may be favourable lo the units, plus 
20 per cent thereof or (ii) the average monthly 
oil-take during January— -June 1978—-whichever 

is higher. 

(iii) In the case of those not covered by (ii) above but 

who have been in fact supplied copper, by 
Hindustan Copper Limited or MMTC, prior to 
July 1978, the material may be given—by HCL/ 
MMTC, as the case may be—on the basis ot 
(i) their off-take of copper (imported or indigen¬ 
ous) during either 1976-77 or 1977-78, as may 
be favourable to the unit, plus 20 per cent 
thereof, or (ii) the average monthly off-take 
during December, 1977 to June, 1978—whichever 
is higher. (The MMTC will service such of these 
Actual Users as do not figure in the HCL list 
prepared as per (i) above or to the extent HCL 
Is not in a position to service their requirements 
Itself In toto according to the applicable for¬ 

mula). 

(iv) Such small scale units as had been engaged in 

1976-77 or 1977-78 in the manufacture, under a 
proper licence or registration certificate of house 
wiring cables and have been allowed to use 

copper, by virtue of the Governmen' order No, 
S.O. 444(E) in the Ministry of Industry (Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Development) dated 13-7-1978, 
may be given copper by the MMTC, in weight 

equal to 52 per cent of the aluminium actually 

consumed by them in either of the said two 

years—whichever is favourable to the unit. This 

will be done after they produce (i) satisfactory 
Chartered Accountant’s certificate as to the actual 
consumption figure and (ii) the sponsoring autho¬ 
rity’s verification of Iheir eligibility/capacity las 
licensed/registered) in tho said years (as laid 

down generally in the Hand Book of Impori- 
Export Procedures, 1978-79). Till they can get 

their entitlements properly settled thus, the units 

concerned, if they had in fact been registered 

with the respective sponsoring authorities for 
the manufacture of house wiring cables prior to 
the 1st April, 1978 and are able to produce the 
relative, original registration certificate, may be 
given by MMTC for each month a quantity ol 
two tonnes of copper each, on ad-hoc basts, 
during each of the months of October, November 
and December, 1978. This quantity will he 
adjusted against the ‘full’ monthly entitlement 
once this figure is established; there will be no 
question of any back-log of alio ment being 
made good, except for the particular month in 
which the full entitlement is registered. 

(v) Units which are registered/licensed as Actual 

Users for the first time during 1978-79, may 
register their requirements with the MMTC, after 
their demands are properly sponsored by the 
sponsoring authority concrend under the Import 
Policy, 1978-79 and these are cleared by the 
Inter-Departmental Committee at the CCT&E 
(Headquarters) which decides the applications for 
the grant of supplementary licences for all 
banned items. 
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(vi) The provisions of (v) above will apply also to 
those existing Actual Users, who claim additional 
quantitities (including any unserviced require¬ 
ment for July—September, 1978 period regis¬ 
tered with MMTC/HCL i.c., over and above 

the basis set down in (ii), (iii) and (iv) above. 

3. Actual Users will be required to register their 
requirements afresh in accordance with the provisions 
contained in this Public Notice. The HCL/MMTC will 
refund immediately to the persons concerned any earnest 
money which is in excess of the quantities worked out 

according to the above norms/procedure set down above.

F. No. IPC/3/15/78.— Attention is invited to the provi¬ 
sions contained in Appendix 10 of the Import Policy, 
1978-79 published under the Department of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 22-ITC(PN)/78, dated the 3rd April, 
1978 as amended from time to time. 

2, It has been decided that, in the case of edible oils, 

import under OGL will be allowed only against firm 

contracts which provide for delivery of the goods wilhin 
60 days from the respective dates of their execution. 
Accordingly, condition (5)(i) under Appendix 10 of the 
Import Policy, 1978-79, shall be amended to read as 

under ;— 

“Firm contracts should be entered into before the 
material is ordered/purchased. In the case of 
edible oils, however, such contracts should also 

provide for the delivery of the Roods not later 
than 60 days from the date of their execution; 
no grace period will be available for the purposes 
of import of edible oils." 

3, It has also been decided that the facility provided 

by the amendment No. 131(13) in Pub’ic Notice No, 

53-TTC(PN)/78, dated the 28th July, 1978, for the import 
of permissible spares of (a) earth moving machinery, (b) 
printing machinery, (c) machine tools and (d) cinematogra¬ 
phic equipjnent, should not be available to the items covered 
by Appendix 5. Accordingly, the following words will be 
inserted between the words “permissible spares" and the word 
“of’, appearing in ihe first line of the said amendment :— 

“excluding, however, the items covered by Appendix 
5”. 

4, It has also been decided that the facility of para¬ 
graph 40A inserted by Amendment No. 4 of the Public 
Notice No. 67-ITC(PN)/78 dated the 14th September, 
1978, shall not be available for the import of woollen 
rags/shoddy wool. Accordingly, the following words shall 
be inserted between Ihe words “canalised items" and 
“listed” in the first line of the said Amendment:—- 

“(excluding, however, woollen rags/shoddy wool)”.
